F«ur Men Slw»f— «»f Them Mortally 
M'oanded. 

A correspondent writes that a spree 
and shooting affray occurred at Mitchell- 
ville station, on tke Louisville and Na.sb- 
ville Railroad, j^aturday last. It seems 
that Hiram ^'inarf and a man named Ben. 
Pier.son bad a difficulty, in which the 
former drew his pistol and fired at the 
latter, but missing bis aim, Pierson drew 
Lis revolver and shot Smart in the leg. 
The parties then closed nnd a fight ensued, 
in which each was badly beaten over the 
head with a pi.^tol. After this transaction 
Smart and a friend of his named James 
Kanat/.er went off together, but Kanatzer 
returned in a short time to the scene of 
the diffieultx, when a man nam)‘d flrr.m 
Taylor spoke to him. saying, “How’do 
Jim?" Kaiiat/)*r told Taylor to go away, 
he did not want to talk to him, whereupon 
a quarrel aD».se, and pistols were siiuulta- 
neouslj' drawn and shooting commenced. 
Kanat/er was shot in the foot, and Taj’lor 
received a ball in the hip. During the 
melee Mose.s (In>%es, a very estimabh* 
young man, got mixed np in the difficulty 
and was shot by Kanatzer, the ball pene- 
trating the bowels, inflicting a very dan- 
gerous and perhaps mortal wound. Kan- 
atzer fled to Franklin, Ky., at which p))int 
be was overtaken and plaeol in jail. 
Groves was in a very’ critical condition on 
Smidaj", but the other wounded men were 
able to take drinks.

We have made brief mention of the sui- 
cide of a youth named II. Stanley Clark, 
at Camnelton, because his mother would 
not give him money with which to attend 
the Owensboro fair. The Cannelton Re- 
porter gives the following account of the 
sad affair: 

He in company with his widowed mother 
and the children were, as was their wont, 
pleasantly conversing in the family sitting 
room, when the subject of the recent 
“Owensboro fair’’ came np incidentally. 
Not the slightest apparent importance was 
given the matter; it was talked of like any 
other of the thousand and one little topics 
which we all talk of daily around our fire- 
sides; when Stanley remarked; "Mother, 
1 wish you would let me have a little mo- 
nc}', 1 believe I'll go to that fair.” To this 
his mother replied: “Stanley, I do wish 

you wouldn’t ask me lor mone}’ to go 
there. 1 wish you vrould not go. You 
are onl}' eighteen years old, and I do not 
think it wi.se or sate for you to be keeping 
so much company. I want you to sta}’ at 
home with us. and 3011 know I want to 
make home as plca.sant for you and all of 
us as I can. As your mother, I dread the 
idea of 3*our getting into ba)l compan}* or 
temptation.” To this he rather smilingly 
an.swered: “You will let me have it, moth- 
er, 1 know,” or words to that efl'ect. while 
he turned into his private room, when, be- 
fore we can tell it, the farail}* were shocked 
by the discharge of a pistol, and, rushing 
in, the>* found him on the floor, l3’ing on 
his back, stark, pulseless and gory, the red 
current of his life still streaming from the 
fatal oriflee.

Broughton’s remarkable memor}' was as 
good as ever, he said to me, most earnesl}',

Lady Byron’s friends, I wrote ilown every 
vice, and sin, and crime, and horror, in 
short, of which a human being can be ca- 
pable, and I said, ‘Now, I shall not stir 
in this business until 3'Oii tell me whether 
you accuse him of any of these things, 
and which of them it is.’ And -the 
answer was, ‘It i.s none of these 
things.’ Then I said, ‘What is 
it?’ But they never would say 

■‘After a pause Lord Broughton con- 
tinued: ‘I said to Byron, “Byron, what is 
it'?’’ He saiil, “I give 3'ou ni}- word 1 
don’t know (or, I know no more than 3 011 
do.”) I said, “Have you ever been'un- 
kind or harsh to her?” He saul, “On!}* 
once, and I’ll tell you all about it.’ One 
day in the middle of my trouble,” (hnone}' 
trouble he meant,’ said Lord Broughton) 
“I tame into the room and went up to the 
fire; she was standing before it, and .said, 
‘Ain I in yoar way’?’ I answered, ‘Yes, 
3*011 are!’ with emphasis. She burst into 
tears and left the room. I hopped up 
stairs as quickly as 1 could” (’Poor fel- 
low!’ said Lord Broughton, ‘you know- 
how lame he was’) “and begged her par- 
don most humbly; and that was the only 
time 1 spoke really harsh to her.’”

Lord Broughton 
itid not name incest, then, knowing both 
Byron and his .sister as lie did, it never 
entered his heail to deem it po.ssible, wliich 
is the strongest possible negative evi- 
dence In no point of view would the 
complaint against Byron have been, with 
Lorii Broughton’s statement before 
us, of the gravity contended for. !. 
That l>3'ron’s »)wn account of 
his personal conduct toward Laily 
Byron is entitled to be listcncil to, the 
more especiall}' as Lord Broughton, who 
knew him so well, believed him. Lady 
B}'ron’s statements nnd her husband’s are 
irreconcilable on the thcor}' that Liiil}' 
Bt ron took everything an pied de la tettre, 
and coulil not understand him, while, nii- 
doulitedly, he was under great ami morbid 
irritation at the time. Byron’s account 
of his hmnhly entreating lady liyron’s 
panlon tallies precise!}* with Lad}' Anne 
Biirnuril’s account of the jest in the car- 
riage, which, when he saw her hurt, lie in 
like manner apologised for at the moment 
■>. Lastly, Lonl Brougliton’s city and leu- 
dei'iiess, for Byron are, like Scott’s words 
to Lailv* Anne, cxpre.s.sive of warm afVi*c- 
tion, incompatible with the diabolic char- 
acter now ascribed to him. 

I hate further to aiM that I was ini.s- 
tiiki*n in stating in a former letter tlmt 
(jiK'i'u Adi'Iaide gave apartments in St. 
.lames to Mrs. I.eigh. 1 am informed hy 
a foriniT friend of that lad}' tliat Mrs. 
Leigh was appointed one of tlie bedcham- 
ber women to (^leon Charlotte, either in 
1^1 J or 1^1 1, on which occasion the apari- 
inciits were a.ssigneil to her, which she re- 
tained until her ileath.

The report of the ves.sel Lilian having 
landed a large number of troops at the 
I’unta de Cartas, alluded to in my last, 
has not been confirmed, as she has been 
brought to this port under circuin.stances 
of a somewhat painful character. 'I’he 
Alabama, us yon leinember, left New York 
for the Florida coast, whence the troops 
on board proceeded b}' rail to Cedar Keys. 
The Lilian did 'not arrive at Cedar Keys 
within twenty-four hours of the time fixed; 
but, previous to her coming into port, the 
expedition came well nigh being dis- 
banded. 

It seems that there were some tOO to 
500 men, aud t« the.se were, on the second 
da}', added about fifty others from Ken- 
tuck}* and Tennessee, mostly artillerists. 
Goicouria, who claimed to be the master 
of ceremonies, called the different officers 
together, and announced that a general 
review was to be hail, when he would in- 
troduce to the men their chief leader, who 
hnppencil to be Gen. John S. Williams, of 
Kentucky, and at the same time one Cristo 
as .second officer in command, the former 
holding the rank of Major General of Di- 
vi.sion and the latter that of Brigadier. This 
was accord! ngl}' done, but soon thereafter 
a dispute arose between Goicouria and 
Cristo, which at one time threatened to 
Imperil the whole undertaking It was 
calmed by the interference of^Villiam.s 
and some of the wiser beads, and all the 
men, except a few wlu> fonnil it convenient 
to be absent, went aboanl, and the steamer 
put out to 80a 'I’hi* Spani.ih vice-consul

What we know about the whole tronhie 
311 hoard the Idlian is this: That there are 
disconlant materials in the expedition, 
and it is greatly feared by theUuhans that 
it will result in a fiasco. It is said that 
Goicouria wished to Iiinil at one pi<intanil 
Cristo at another; but it is probable that 
the real discord grew out of the fact that 
(’risto wishi'd to bii the head man of the 
expedition. The vessel lies here now. 
Wliat action will he taken in regard to her 
seizure I know not. 

[The purser of the Kaglo, on which 
vessel this letter arriveil, furnishes the fol- 
lowing regarding the release of the Lilian: 
“The Cuban steamer Lilian,^ flying the 
Cuban flag, sei/e<l by her Majesty’s ship 
Lapwing ami carried into Nassau on 
Saturday last, has been relea.sed by the 
British authorities, tlie Attorney-General 
having decided that the government couhl 
not legall}* hohl the vessel. As we passed 
the harbor of Nus.sau, the Lilian was get- 
ting under weigh, and would be at sea in 
a couple of hour.-t. The ab)»ve was re- 
ceived as we were leaving Nassau, and 
may be reganleil as trustworth}*.” — Kn.

On the Jd, while the Lilian — which liad 
arriveil that morning — was taking in the 
artiller}' and other nuinilions of war, and 
removing the commissary supplies from 
below the coal, where the}' had been storeil 
at New Orleans, the first s3-mptoms of ilis- 
satistaction were rniinifesti‘d. General 
Goicouria hail ph*dged hiiu.self to give 
Cristo the seomd com maud, ami this able 
ollicer Imd, from ahout llie l.st of August, 
been )*ngageil in organizing the recruit.s, 
anil had sacees.sfully out maneuven*d the 
United State.s authorities. His .siipf-rior’s 
first act was to issue an onh r placing Gi*n 
Williams over him.

L'lider these circum- 
stances the onler was countennamleil ami 
General Cristo again resuineil hi.s old po- 
sition. Coiifidcnce wa.s thus restored and 
order brought out of cliaos. The Jd uml 
Ith were employed in completing arrange- 
ments for the voyage. All the mnnitions 
of war 13'Ing in the store houses of the 
Florida Railroad Compaii}' were on board 
on the morning of the 5tli, when the col- 
lector was aski'il for the vessel's clearance. 
He retu.sed to surrend* r the papers.

Between one and two o’clock of th«* same 
afternoon Captain Harris gave the com- 
mand to cast otl' the lines, ami a moment 
later the Lilian steamed out on high tide 
without her papers.

Early on the following morning (the Gth), 
General Goicouria appi*ared on deck, and, 
approaching Captain Harris, ordered the 
cour.se of the vessel changeil to a certain 
port on the Vuelta Abuju district, that tor 
pruilential reasons is not given here. The 
onler was complied with, but the ciiange 
of course was detected by the officers and 
men, who at once instituted inquiries and 
discovered their destination.
